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Preface 


This volume is published in honour of Professor Einar 
Gyjerstad on the occasion of his 80th birthday, 
October 30th 1977. The reason why the Medelhavs- 
museet should honour Einar Gjerstad is self-evident, 
as without the achievements of the Swedish Cyprus 
Expedition, of which Gjerstad was the director, the 
Museum would not exist. The Cypriote material con- 
stitutes the bulk of the collections of the Greek and 
Roman Department of the Museum and it was 
through a fusion of the Egyptian Museum and the 
Cyprus collection, the Asine collection and the 
Iranian collection that the Medelhavsmuseet was 
founded in 1954. 

Moreover, to me personally it is of special im- 
portance to have this opportunity to pay my respects 
to a most inspiring teacher and a close friend. There- 
fore I was delighted, when Dr Vassos Karageorghis, 
the Director of Antiquities of Cyprus, already a long 
time ago proposed that we should publish the present 
volume together on this memorable occasion. 

My pleasure is the greater for my being able to 
announce on this occasion that, after many years of 
Struggling to obtain new premises for the Medelhavs- 
museet, we are now drawing up plans for a new 
museum in accordance with the decision taken by 
the Swedish government on December 2nd, 1976. I 
believe that nothing could make Einar Gjerstad happier 
than the knowledge that serious work is now being 
done to create a new museum, where the Cypriote 
antiquities can be appropriately exhibited. 

The majority of the antiquities presented in this 
volume belong to the finds of the Swedish Cyprus 
Expedition and are thus published in the publication 
with the same name, but a considerable part con- 


sisting of the following 28 objects are published here 
for the first time: Pls. III:4, 1V:1, VI:2, [X:1, X:2, 
XIE:1, XIUUI:1, XIV:2, XV:2, XVI:1, XVIII, 
3-4, XIX:3, XX:3, XXI:1-4, XXVI:2, XXVIII:2, 
XXXIV :3-4, XXXVI:4, XXXVII:1, XXXVIII:2, 
XXXIX:3, XLIV:1. 

The major part of the scientific work has been 
carried out by Miss Marie-Louise Winbladh, the Cura- 
tor of the Greek and Roman Department of the 
Medelhavsmuseet, who has also compiled the biblio- 
graphy, while 22 objects have been treated by Dr 
Charles Adelman of Chicago, who has also checked 
the English language of the whole catalogue. The 
English of Vassos Karageorghis’ and my articles has 
been checked by Mrs Patricia Marino-Hultman of the 
Stockholm University. The following objects have 
been treated by Charles Adelman: Pls.

At the time when nearly three generations of Swedish 
scholars will be celebrating the 80th birthday of 
Professor Einar Gjerstad (30th of October 1977) and 
a great number of archaeologists from many lands 
will be sending their good wishes to him and Mrs. 
Vivi Gjerstad in Lund, Cypriote archaeology and 
archaeologists will be looking back to fifty years of 
Swedish contribution to the archaeology of the island 
of Cyprus. This important landmark could not remain 
unnoticed and it is particularly gratifying that Dr. 
CarlGustaf Styrenius, the Director of the Medelhavs- 
museet accepted our suggestion to publish a picture 
book illustrating the most important Cypriote objects 
in his museum, the existence of which is based 
largely on Professor Gjerstad’s discoveries. Most of 
these objects have already been published in the 
monumental series of The Swedish Cyprus Expedition, 
but there are some which are illustrated for the first 
time. In any case the ambition of those who collab- 
orate in the present volume is not to break through 
new ground in Cypriote archaeology but to honour, 
by illustrating some of his major discoveries, a teacher 
and a friend on this happy occasion of his birthday. 
At the same time they hope to remind scholars of an 
important landmark in the life of Cypriote archaeology 
and also to bring to the notice, mainly of the younger 
generation, some of the treasures which are kept in 
this venerable museum of Stockholm. 

It is particularly gratifying that fifty years after the 
commencement of the work of the Swedish Cyprus 
Expedition the builders will place the first stone for 
the foundations of the new building which will shelter 
adequately and appropriately the Cypriote Collections 
of the Medelhavsmuseet. That Sweden should be so 
closely linked with Cypriote archaeology is due largely 
to pure chance, and Dr. Styrenius describes it in his 


part of the Introduction. But the way this link grew 
and developed over the last fifty years and the magni- 
tude of its importance is due to the greatness of one 
man, Professor Einar Gjerstad. In order to appreciate 
his personal contribution we must look at it within 
the frame of history and against the background and 
the status of Cypriote archaeology at the time when 
Gjerstad visited Cyprus for the first time in 1923. 

The archaeology of Cyprus was until then known 
very incompletely through the excavations of Cesnola, 
M. Ohnefalsch-Richter and John L. Myres. In spite of 
the great contribution made by the latter in establishing 
a scientific framework for the study of ancient Cyprus, 
it was quite impossible at that time to conceive a 
comprehensive study of Cypriote prehistory, from the 
earliest periods down to the end of the Bronze Age. 
Gjerstad presented the archaeological world with a 
memorable volume, which won for him the well 
merited title of Doctor of Philosophy at the University 
of Uppsala and at the same time put the study of 
Prehistoric Cyprus on a solid basis. His Studies on 
Prehistoric Cyprus (Uppsala, 1926), written more than 
fifty years ago, can hardly be considered out of date. 
He studied the prehistory of the island with a 
remarkably clear eye and sound judgement. He 
became familiar with the land, with its people, by 
walking all over the island and living with the people 
who loved him and have kept a vivid recollection of 
the young scholar from the North. Many years later, 
when he revisited Cyprus, he heard from villagers in 
the Carpass of the exploits of a young Swedish 
archaeologist called Gjerstad, who visited the whole 
of the peninsula riding on a bicycle. 

Gjerstad based his study entirely on the material 
evidence and his conclusions were scientifically 
sound. He looked upon the prehistory of Cyprus with

a trained eye, observing the development of the 
various phases of culture and detecting influences 
from the surrounding countries. This demanded a good 
knowledge of the prehistoric archaeology of the whole 
of the Near East, especially when one was starting 
almost from the very beginning. Many of Gjerstad’s 
observations not only remain unshaken through the 
lapse of time but often constitute a source of inspira- 
tion for further research. It certainly needed a genious 
to embark on such a gigantic task, to create order out 
of a chaos. But Gjerstaa had both, and he succeeded. 
Luckily for Cyprus he soon became the leader of the 
Swedish Cyprus Expedition, which was the first 
organized effort to excavate in Cyprus in a scientific 
manner in order to clarify many obscure aspects of her 
past and in order to uncover ancient remains of all 
periods. 

The archaeologists of the Swedish Cyprus Expedi- 
tion were the first to discover remains of the Neolithic 
civilization, first at Frenaros and then on the small 
island north-west of the Palace of Vouni, which is 
known as Petra tou Limniti (Fig 1). The Swedish 
excavations extended from Marion on the west to the 
Carpass peninsula in the east, bringing to light valuable 
objects which enriched enormously the Cyprus 
Museum collections and at the same time uncovered 
imposing architectural remains like the Palace of 
Vouni (Fig 2). But the most important contribution 
of the Swedish Cyprus Expedition was its scientific 
exposition through publication of their excavations. 
The results were published in the form of fully 
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documented excavation reports in three large double 
volumes. In 1948 the first volume of synthesis was 
published, which comprises the narrative of the 
historical and archaeological conclusions resulting 
from excavations. This volume, containing some 550 
pages, was written by Einar Gjerstad himself on the 
historical period from 1050 B.C. to the Hellenistic 
period. With singular method and unrivalled wisdom 
Gjerstad analyzed in this magnum opus the archaeo- 
logical material and offered to the world of scholarship 
the most complete history of Cyprus for the periods 
1050-325 B.C. Well familiar with all aspects of ancient 
Greek history and imbued in the Greek Classics, 
quite freely and unaffected from all political bias, 
he was the first to place Cyprus within the framework 
of ancient Greek history. He did not, however, fail 
to underline at the same time her particular physio- 
nomy which was one of extraordinary vigour. This 
volume is justifiably considered as the Bible of 
Cypriote archaeology. 

Gjerstad made good use of the results of the 
Swedish excavations in multiple ways through 
numerous publications. I mention only his important 
study entitled ‘“The colonization of Cyprus in Greek 
legend’’, published in 1944. He analyzed and correlated 
literary tradition with archaeological reality and drew 
conclusions with regard to the Achaean colonization 
of Cyprus towards the end of the 13th century B.C. 
which have now been fully proved by the spade of 
the archaeologist. 

Gjerstad was the first to recognize in all its aspects

culture, unlike his contemporary Sir George Hill, 
who tried to minimize these qualities in his book 


_ A History of Cyprus (Cambridge 1948). This is how 


Gjerstad describes epigrammatically the character of 
Cypriote culture in the Introduction to the first volume 


,» of The Swedish Cyprus Expedition (p. 1): ‘‘From its 


. geographical position, the island of Cyprus was 


naturally destined to play an important role in the 
history of ancient civilization. It served as a connecting 
link between the Orient and the Occident, its culture 


.. Was exposed to various waves of influence from 


the highly developed neighbouring civilizations of 


. Anatolia, Syria, Egypt, lonia and Greece, and the 


. interrelations of many of the essential features of these 


cultures can therefore be well studied in Cyprus. The 
importance of Cypriote civilization is not, however, 
restricted to its role of intermediator of culture. 
Cyprus was also a creator of culture and possessed 
an indigenous civilization which at different times 
reached a high standard. True, Cypriote culture has 
not the monumentality of Egyptian and Mesopotamian 
civilizations and Cyprus did not possess the neo- 
creative power of Greece but its products are equal 
to and in several respects surpass in quality those of 
the other cultures that flourished around the Medi- 
terranean before the Roman Empire.”’ 

Gjerstad was a pioneer in his scholarship but also 
an honest, conscientious and responsible digger. He 
fully realized the necessity to publish the results of 
archaeological excavations without delay; otherwise 
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the archaeologist’s contribution becomes negative and 
even damaging. Apart from the three large volumes 
containing excavation reports and his own volume of 
synthesis (The Swedish Cyprus Expedition vol. IV:2), 
he organized the publication of three other volumes 
of synthesis covering the whole archaeology of Cyprus 
from the Neolithic period down to the end of the 
Roman. I am sure he has every right to feel very 
relieved and proud at the completion of this series, 
effected a few years ago with the publication of the 
volumes on the Late Bronze Age by his own student 
Professor Paul Astrém. 

Characteristic of a great scholar is his generosity 
towards the younger generation and the creation of 
disciples who continue the work of their master. It 
is not fortuitous that some forty five years after the 
completion of the excavations by the first Swedish 
Cyprus Expedition, we have a second Swedish Cyprus 
Expedition under the direction of Gjerstad’s disciple 
Paul Astrém, professor of Archaeology at the Univer- 
sity of GOteborg. Thus, a fifty year tradition will 
continue for the benefit of Cyprus and the glory of 
Swedish scholarship. 

Beyond the archaeologist and the teacher we have 
Gjerstad the man, whom I cannot present because 
he is greater than anything words can describe. Only 
those whom he has honoured with his friendship have 
felt his greatness. If Herodotus knew Einar Gjerstad 
he would have included him among the Greeks who, 
as he says, are ‘forever young’’. We expect him to 
fulfil with all the vigour of his intellectual capacities 
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the promise which he gave to His Beatitude Arch- 
bishop Makarios, the President of the Republic of 
Cyprus, when he received him some years ago; the 
promise to write on the soil of Cyprus the omega of 
his archaeological creation in the same way as he 
wrote the alpha. But with a difference: we do not 
expect an omega but a happy and fruitful return to 
Cypriote archaeology after a long absence during 
which he compiled a maximum opus on Early Rome. 

On the first of November 1972 during a solemn and 
moving ceremony at the top of the hill of Vouni 
Palace, a stele was unveiled by the President of the 
Republic of Cyprus which honours the members of the 
Swedish Cyprus Expedition and their leader Einar 
Gjerstad (Fig 3). That was a happy occasion. No one 
knew or suspected that two years afterwards this 
stele and the Palace of Vouni would be found in 
occupied territory and inaccessible to Cypriots as well 
as to those who discovered the Palace of Vouni. 

The tragic events of summer 1974 which caused so 
much misfortune to the entire population of Cyprus 
and damage to the island’s cultural heritage wounded 
the heart and the soul of Einar Gjerstad most pro- 
foundly. He joined with us in lamentation, but also 
joined us in the great decision to survive. Cyprus was

for him not only the country to which he owed 
his academic glory but also a land which he loved ver\. 
deeply because he knew it and understood it « 
perfectly that he felt as one of its inhabitants 
Together with Mrs. Gjerstad they did not spare an) 
effort to send material aid to the Cypriote refugee: 
even by selling their own property in order to rais¢ 
funds. : 

That was the time for Gjerstad to return into the 
field of Cypriote archaeology again in an active way. 
In 1974 he published his very important article in 
Acta Archaeologica, correcting his own chronology o! 
the Cypro-Archaic I period. At the same time he 
started major research on the Greek imports to Cyprus 
during the Geometric and Archaic periods which wil 
soon be published in book form. 

His students, his friends and the whole archaeo- 
logical world wish him happiness and longevity on 
the occasion of his 80th birthday. Let this humble. 
volume be an expression of gratitude and admiration 
on behalf of two generations of archaeologists who 
have been fed from the rich coffers of his wisdom. __

Swedish Excavations in Cyprus 


The Swedish Excavations in Cyprus were originally 
started by Einar Gjerstad during his visit to the island 
in 1923-1924, but Swedes had already visited the 
island earlier for research or for other reasons. 
According to present knowledge Saint Birgitta was the 
first Swede, who visited Cyprus. At the time of her 
pilgrimage to Jerusalem in 1372 she visited the island 
both on her journey to the Holy Land and on her 
return. Wellknown is her castigating sermon to the 
people of Famagusta, in which she predicted the 
destruction of the town, a destruction which took 
place soon afterwards during a Genoese attack. 

After that it was not until the 17th century that any 
Swedish visitors to Cyprus are recorded. Nothing 
is known about Bengt Bengtsson Oxenstierna’s two 
visits, the first of which took place in 1613. A student 
from Kalmar, Truls Kahre, who was travelling on 
scholarship in the Eastern Mediterranean, visited 
Cyprus in 1642 and in 1643. His notes on Cyprus 
give very little information. Paul Astrém has given 
descriptions of Truls Kahre and other Swedish 
travellers in articles. 

Much more informative is the report written by the 
orientalist and court chaplain Michael Eneman, who in 
1711-1713 was travelling in the Near East at the 
expense of King Karl XII. He stayed on Cyprus 
in February 1713 and has given a dramatic description 
of the circumstances on the island during the Turkish 
era. 

A much more detailed description of Cyprus is 
given in a treatise by Eduard Carleson, who together 
with Carl Fredrik von H6pken made an official visit 
to the island in 1733 in order to examine the possi- 
bilities for Swedish-Cypriote commerce, which 
Carleson in his report could not recommend. 

During the second half of the 18th century Cyprus 


was visited by two Swedish scholars. In 1751 the 
botanist Fredric Hasselquist, one of Carl von Linné’s 
students, collected wild flowers on the island and in 
1788 the orientalist and diplomat Johan David Aker- 
blad went to Cyprus. As egyptologist he is best 
known for his successful attempts to decipher the 
demotic alphabet on the Rosetta stone; his name is 
written in large letters on the front of the Kairo 
Museum. In Venice he discovered the runic inscription 
on the Piraeus lion, which the Venetians had moved 
from Greece to their native town and placed outside 
the Arsenal. On Cyprus Akerblad, among other things, 
copied Greek inscriptions, and one can say that he 
was the first Swedish scholar of classical antiquity 
on the island. 

At the beginning of the 19th century Cyprus was 
visited by two Swedish chaplains from Konstantinopel, 
Sven Lidman in 1815 and Jacob Berggren three times 
at the beginning of the 1820's. Berggren has written 
a description of his journeys. 

The Swedish professor Johan Hedenborg, who 
stayed in Rhodes for nearly twenty years and wrote 
a great work about this island, visited Cyprus in 1830. 
During his visit he bought some Cypriote antiquities, 
which were included in the collections of the 
National Museum at Stockholm and have later been 
transferred to the Medelhavsmuseet. 

During the second half of the 19th and the 
beginning of the 20th centuries some Swedes most 
probably visited Cyprus, but no descriptions are 
preserved. 

A new epoch in the Swedish-Cypriote relations and 
in the history of Cypriote archaeology was initiated 
in 1923, when Einar Gjerstad arrived at Cyprus. The 
reasons for his journey Gjerstad tells us in his book 
‘*Sekler och dagar. Med svenskarma pa Cypern 1927- 
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1931°’: When travelling to Greece in March 1922 in 
order to start the excavations at Asine Axel W. 
Persson happened to meet at a railway station in 
Serbia a man who claimed to be (and in fact really 
was) the Swedish consul in Cyprus L. Z. Pierides. 
After a while the consul wanted to borrow 5 pounds, 
which Persson agreed to, although he was not at all 
sure that the man really was the Swedish consul. 
Pierides started, however, to tell Persson about his 
collection of Cypriote antiquities, now world- 
renowned, and proposed that a Swedish archaeologist 
be sent to Cyprus to conduct archaeological research. 
After that the consul borrowed still another 5 pounds 
from the good-hearted professor promising that the 
borrowed money would be repaid in Athens. Persson’s 
optimism about successfully looking for the money 
in Athens was not very great. The money, however, 
was there together with a new request that Sweden 
should start archaeological research on Cyprus. 
Persson then chose Einar Gjerstad, who was partici- 
pating in the Asine excavations, for this exiting 
project. 

Gjerstad’s first visit to Cyprus took place in 1923- 
1924. During this period he not only studied in the 
museums but also undertook several excavations. At 
the excavations in Frenaros the Cypniote stone age 
was discovered for the first time. In Alambra Gjer- 
stad excavated a house from the Early Cypriote 
Bronze Age and in Kalopsidha a Middle Cypriote one. 
At Nikolidhes a Late Cypriote fortification was 
discovered. Gjerstad published the results of his 
research in his thesis Studies on Prehistoric Cyprus 
published in 1926, which is still the fundamental work 
on the Cypriote Bronze Age, although later studies 
have given a much more detailed picture. 

After having finished his thesis, Gjerstad started 
preparations for a major archaeological expedition to 
Cyprus, which through extensive excavations of settle- 
ments, temples and tombs would collect representa- 
tive material of monuments and finds from the Stone 
Age to the Roman times, a period of more than 5000 
years. A committee was formed for the administration 
of the expedition under the chairmanship of Crown 
Prince Gustaf Adolf. Private donors gave generous 
contributions and at the end of the excavations the 
Swedish State helped to cover the expenses. 

At the annual meeting of the Society of Friends 
of the Medelhavsmuseet on May 4th 1977 and in the 
presence of Dr Vassos Karageorghis, the Director of 
Antiquities of Cyprus, Einar Gjerstad gave a lecture 
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with the title ‘‘The wonderful adventures of the 
Swedish Cyprus Expedition’’, in commemoration of 
the SOth anniversary of the starting of its excavations 
in Cyprus. In his lecture which was presented in a most 
interesting and humour-filled manner Gjerstad descnib- 
ed among other episodes how he managed to get money 
for the excavations from Ivar Kreuger, the great 
Swedish financier of that time and how he managed 
to borrow one of the first fivehundred automobiles 
from the director of the Volvo Company, when their 
production started in 1927; a car which Gjerstad 
returned to the astonished director after the excava- 
tions had ended four years later. 

In the autumn of 1927 the Swedish Cyprus Expedi- 
tion departed for Cyprus. It included as leader Einar 
Gjerstad (later professor of classical archaeology at 
Lund), Alfred Westholm (later director of the Gothen- 
burg Art Gallery), Erik Sjéqvist (later professor of 
classical archaeology at Princeton, USA) and the 
architect John Lindros. The excavations of the 
Expedition continued for four years until 1931 and 


were carried out at the following sites: Ajia Irini. , 


Ajios Jakovos, Amathus, Enkomi, Idalion, Kition. 
Kountoura Trachonia, Kythrea, Lapithos, Marion. 
Mersinaki, Nitovikla, Paleoskoutella, Petra tou 
Limniti, Soli, Stylli, Trachonas and Vouni. 

The oldest remains were found on the small rock- 
island Petra tou Limniti on the north-western coast 
of Cyprus, where finds from the pre-ceramic Stone 
Age were discovered. A later phase of the Stone Age. 
when pottery had replaced the earlier stone vases. 
was brought to light at Kythrea and at Lapithos in 
northern Cyprus. 

Lapithos is also a very important site for tombs 
from the Cypriote Bronze Age, of which many were 
excavated by the expedition, especially Early Cypriote 
ones (2300-1800 B.C.). Tombs from the Middle 


Cypriote Bronze Age (1800-1575 B.C.) were found also ' 
in Paleoskoutella, while tombs from both the Middle | 


and the Late Cypriote Bronze Age (1575-1050 B.C.) 
were excavated at Ajios Jakovos. An interesting 
fortress from the 16th and 15th centuries was exca- 
vated at Nitovikla. 

Important excavations were carried out at Enkom: 
in eastern Cyprus, where rich tombs from the Late 
Bronze Age containing objects of gold, silver and 
ivory and hundreds of vases were found. In addition 
to native pottery, especially Base Ring and White 
Slip vases, a large quantity of Mycenaean pottery 
was found, showing the Mycenaean activity at the site.

Enkomi was unquestionably a Mycenaean commercial 
centre. The town has later on been excavated by 
_French Archaeologists under the direction of C. F. A. 
_ Schaeffer. The late Porphyrios Dikaios, the former 
Director of Antiquities of Cyprus, has also carried out 
_ excavations at Enkomi. 
_ Towards the end of the Bronze Age, c. 1200 B.C., 
_ Mycenaean colonists immigrated in different waves to 
Cyprus. This could be proved, among other things, 
through the discovery of chamber tombs of Mycenaean 
type at Lapithos. 
_ The Iron Age started in 1050 B.C. The dating of 
the Cypriote Iron Age periods is listed in the separate 
chronological table, which follows the dating in the 
_ publication of the Swedish Cyprus Expedition with 
- one exception. The end of CyproGeometric III and 
~ the beginning of Cypro-Archaic I are not put at 
700 B.C. but instead at 725 B.C. according to the 
~ results of Einar Gjerstad’s recent studies. 
_ Through the excavations of the Iron Age necropolis 
~ at Lapithos (Fig 1) the excavators could get a clear 
~ picture of the development of the pottery. 
In northern and western Cyprus, at Lapithos and at 
_ Marion, the Greek cultural influence was strongest, 
_ while the Phoenicians influenced the southern coast, 
_ where the excavations at Amathus and at Kition, 
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the most important Phoenician town in Cyprus, 
demonstrated the importance of the Phoenician culture 
on the island. 

At Idalion in central Cyprus a settlement which 
originated at the end of the Bronze Age and continued 
far down into the Iron Age was excavated. At Stylli 
in eastern Cyprus, where Crown Prince Gustaf Adolf 
took part in the excavations, 17 tombs from the 
period 800-500 B.C. were excavated. Here too the 
finds showed relations with the Phoenician culture. 

The biggest find of the Swedish Cyprus Expedition 
was the discovery of the cult place at Ajia Irini in 
northern Cyprus. Here more than 2000 terracotta 
statues and statuettes were found placed in a half 
circle around a stone altar, the small statuettes 
standing near the altar and the bigger statues in the 
background (Figs 2-3). The cult at Ajia Irini started 
as early as 1200 B.C. The terracotta sculptures belong, 
however, to a later phase in the history of the cult 
place. They can be dated to the Cypro-Archaic period, 
mainly to the period 650-500 B.C. 

Sculptures from later periods, generally in other 
material than terracotta, were found at Vouni, Soli 
and Mersinaki. 

The most imposing building excavated by the 
Swedish Cyprus Expedition was the Palace at Vouni, 
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Fig. 2 The cult place at Ajia Irini.

situated on a mountain at a height of 270 m above 
ssea-level at the north-western coast of Cyprus nearly 

overlooking Petra tou Limniti. 

The original palace (period 1) dating from c. 500 

B.C., had its entrance on the south-west and in the 
7 north-east on the other side of the central court the 

rooms were arranged according to the principle of the 
j, oriental liwan-house (Fig 4). At the major rebuilding 

of the palace in the middle of the 5th century (period 3) 
ie plan was changed so that a new entrance was 
‘ constructed in the north-western corner of the palace, 
while the earlier entrance was closed. Thus the part of 
the palace from the monumental staircase of the central 
court to the old closed entrance constituted a Greek 
megaron-room system. Gijerstad referred the introduc- 
tion of these Greek traits into the earlier oriental palace 
to events connected with the attack of the Athenian 
fleet under Kimon on Cyprus in 449 B.C. 

Among the finds at Vouni the following may be 
mentioned: The Vouni kore (PI. XXXV.1-2), the 
- Vouni head (Fig 5 and Pl. XXXVII.2), Athena with 
» the Chariot (Pl. XXXIII.1) and the Vouni treasure. 
This treasure was hidden under a staircase and con- 
sisted of 3 silver bowls, 4 gold bracelets, 15 silver 
'* bracelets, 249 silver coins, 4 gold coins and a few 
~ smaller pieces of gold and silver. When the palace 
y was destroyed c. 380 B.C., the treasure had been 
** Suried under the remnants of walls. 

Not far from Vouni, also near the coast, is the site 


+ 


of Soli, where the Swedish Cyprus Expedition exca- 
vated temples from the Hellenistic and Roman periods 
as well as a Roman theatre. 

At the end of the excavations all the finds were 
divided between Cyprus and Sweden. Thanks to the 
great generosity of the Cypriote authorities more 
than half of the finds came to Sweden. This material 
now constitutes the bulk of the antiquities in the 
store-rooms of the Greek and Roman Department of 
the Medelhavsmuseet, where it is arranged so that 
scholars have easy access to it. 

After the second world-war, Swedish excavations 
in Cyprus were resumed. At Sinda in the eastern 
part of the island Arne Furumark, later professor at 
Uppsala, undertook excavations 1947-1948 in order to 
get more information about the Late Cypnote Bronze 
Age and especially the period 1250-1150 B.C. The 
excavations at Sinda increased our knowledge about 
the Greek immigration to Cyprus during this period. 

The traditional Swedish interest in Cypriote 
archaeology has thereafter been continued by Paul 
Astrém, Einar Gjerstad’s pupil, since 1969 professor at 
Gothenburg. In his doctoral dissertation (1957) he 
published a synthesis of the Middle Cypriote Bronze 
Age. In 1959 he undertook excavations at Kalopsidha 
and at Ajios Jakovos in eastern Cyprus in order to get 
stratigraphical evidence from settlements of the Middle 
and the Late Bronze Age. At Kalopsidha he found in 
a very limited area an enormous amount of pottery, 
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Fig. § The Vouni head and Einar Gjerstad. 


which gave a clear picture of the manufacture of 
pottery at the site during the period 1600-1400 B.C. 
and devoted particular attention to local ceramic styles 
and to impressions of grains and fingerprints on 
pottery. 

Finds of slag showed that copper had been worked. 
In a house from the end of the Middle Cypriote 
Bronze Age traces of fire were found, which can be 
related to the destruction and interior unrest at the end 
of that period. Especially interesting were the 
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numerous examples of potter’s marks, which were ' 
found at Kalopsidha. They are forerunners of rea 

writing and one of them, from c. 1600 B.C., is perhap: 

the oldest syllabic sign from the island. Astron ' 
carried out excavations also at Ajios Jakovos 11 
layers from the Middle and Late Bronze Age and 

examined a Middle Cypriote tomb. 

Since 1971 Astrém is annually excavating a harbour 
town at Hala Sultan Tekke near the Larnaca Sal: 
Lake. It dates from the Late Cypriote Bronze Age. : 
Remains from the 12th century B.C. are particular\ | 
abundant. A partially excavated large building include: | 
a store room, a kitchen, a courtyard and a room with 
a well. The last mentioned room was built of ashlar 
blocs and the interior was covered with fine orthosta! 
plaques of limestone. Another building consists of an 
outer room and an inner, smaller room, in’ which 
two Canaanite jars and two cooking pots were found 
in situ. Wells and plundered tombs have also been 
investigated. Floors with ash layers have _ been 
discovered. These may possibly be related to the two 
major destructions in Cyprus shortly after 1200 B.C. 
observed at other sites. 

Many stone anchors have been found. Underwater 
archaeological investigations have also been made in 
the sea outside the supposed inlet to the ancien 
harbour town. Finds of pottery and anchors in the sea 
date from the Late Bronze Age to Byzantine times. 
Bone styli, pottery and a clay ball with incised Cypro- 
Minoan signs are evidence of writing. Cylinder seals. 
faience vases and clay figurines have also been found. 
Bones of cattle, sheep, goat, horse, donkey, pig and 
fallow deer give evidence of the diet of the inhabitants. 

Thus the Swedish archaeological activity continues 
in Cyprus, where Swedish archaeologists have done 
pioneering work and where Einar Gjerstad 1s called 
the father of Cypriote archaeology.

Terracotta votive figures from Ajia Irini. The temenos 
(sacred enclosure) and sanctuary, near the village 
of Ajia Irini, was in use from the Late Bronze 
Age to the end of the 6th Cent. B.C. The figures 
come from the last and most prosperous period, 
ca 625-500 B.C. They were in all about 2000 (1000 
are now in Stockholm) and were offered round the 
low altar, found in place. The figures vary in size from 
miniature, made in the ‘‘snowman’’ technique, to 
lifesize. The smallest were placed near the altar and 
the others behind according to size, the largest thus 
forming the background. The terracotta bulls are 
frequent, indicating that a fertility god was work- 
shipped. The chariot-groups and warriors, however, 
suggest that offerings were also made to a war god. 
An oval stone found near the altar was probably the 
cult object, believed to have inherent power of 
fertility. 
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
